Forests have many uses. They provide 
the raw material for lumbér, newsprint 
and other household products. They are 
habitat for fish and wildlife; they are a 
resource for recreation. Timber 
management planning is one way to 
achieve a balance among these many 
uses. Whether your interest is in the 
timber supply, the fishing, the wildlife, 
the environment or simply esthetics, we 
want you to participate in the planning 
of this important resource. 


Protection of wildlife habitat is part of 
timber management planning. Here a 
moose browses on new plant growth. 


Ontario’s Crown forests are divided into 
more than 100 work areas called 
management units. Some of them are 
managed solely by the Ministry of 
Natural Resources. Others are 
managed in co-operation with a forest 
company, often through a Forest 
Management Agreement, or FMA. The 
FMA permits the company to harvest 
timber and makes it responsible for 
regenerating and tending the forest in 
the FMA area. 


Companies sign FMAs that run for 20 
years, but the company performance is 
evaluated every five years. Timber 
management plans are prepared for a 
management unit every five years. You 
can find out if a timber management 
plan is being prepared in your area by 
contacting your local MNR district 
Office. 


Forest companies use a variety of 
harvesting techniques. This harvesting 
machine cuts and stacks trees and takes 
them to the roadside for hauling. 


How is the Plan Created? 


Operations in each management unit 
are guided by their approved timber 
management plan during its five-year 
run. 


The plan is prepared by a team of 
professionals, headed by a forester and 
usually including biologists, land use 
planners and engineers. A plan is 
prepared for a 20-year period, but is 
updated every five years to ensure that 
changing needs and circumstances are 
being considered. 


A timber management plan describes 
the timber management activities which 
will be carried out on a forest management 
unit, so the early planning stages are the 
ideal time for you to tell MNR staff about 
your concerns for a particular area. The 
plan outlines, among other things: 


e the proposed location of harvest 
operations, and the approximate 
locations where access roads will be 
built; 

e the regeneration and tending 
activities proposed for the unit; and, 


e any significant features of the unit, 
such as wildlife habitat, traplines, or 
fish spawning areas. 


Members of the public and staff of the 
Ministry of Natural Resources confer on 
aspects of timber planning. 


How Can | Get Involved? 


There are four formal opportunities to 
get involved in the development of a 
timber management plan: two during 
plan production and two during plan 
review.

You have 30 days after publication of 
the notice to outline your concerns to 
MNR. It’s a good idea to mark the area 
you're referring to on a map. 


The timber management planning 
team will take your concerns into 
consideration as it prepares the plan.

The Information Centre 


This is usually a one-day open house for 
you to meet the planning team in 
person, and discuss the proposed 
operations and your concerns. We'll 
provide 21 days advance notice, in the 
media and by mail. 


At the open house, MNR staff, forest 
company people, interest groups and 
individuals will review the proposed 
operations and discuss concerns. Bring 
your map along. 


The displays and information 
materials will then stay in the district 
office for 30 days. 


Then work begins on the first draft of 
the timber management plan. 


Review Draft Plan 


When the draft plan has been 
completed, you will be notified. Come 
and see it. You’ll have 30 days to 
examine the draft, see how your 
concerns were considered, and identify 
any additional points. Additional 
revisions may be made to the plan after 
this public review. 


Inspect Approved Plan 


When the revised plan is approved by 
MNR,, it will again be available for 30 
days for your inspection. By this time, 
most concerns will have been discussed 
and resolved. 


Environmental 
Assessment 


If significant issues still exist, Ontario’s 
Environmental Assessment Act 
provides for further review. The plan, or 
parts of it, may be referred to the 
Ministry of the Environment for an 
individual environmental assessment. 


When Should | Get 
Involved? 


Early. Timber management planning 
usually gets going in mid to late winter. 
That’s when preliminary planning starts, 
and that’s the best time to make the 
MNR staff aware of your views and 
concerns. 


Follow up your concerns, right 
through the whole planning process. 


Are There Other 
Opportunities to get 
Involved? 


Yes. MNR staff at your local district 
office are available any time to discuss 
your concerns. You'll find us willing to 
share information, and ready to listen. 


At a Ministry of Natural Resources district 
office, staff are available to answer 
questions from the public about timber 
management plans.
